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REPLY BRIEF 



Sir: 



This is a Reply to the Examiner's Answer filed on April 2, 2007, by the Board of 
Patent Appeals. 

The Applicants have reviewed the Examiner's Answer and maintain that the 
Examiner's rejection of the claims based on Gerenraich is improper. In response to the 
Applicants' argument, the Examiner argues that the Gerenraich dispenser as a whole is 
considered to be a universal clip that attaches to the container stating that the clip as 
claimed does not have to be made out of one unitary piece. The AppUcants 
respectfully disagree because a clip is claimed and not a dispenser. Moreover, the 
Examiner has ignored structural relationships between the claimed elements that 
contradict the Examiner's statement. In particular, the claimed universal adapter clip 
has a hollow body with a flange extending radially outward from the body and a tab 
extending rearwardly from the body and axially spaced from the flange. Since both 
the flange and tab are recited as extending from the body, the Examiner's argument 
that a flange located in one portion of Gerenraich's dispenser and a tab located in a 
separate portion of Gerenraich's dispenser does not disclose all of the limitations found 
in claim 1. The use of the term "extending" requires that these structures at least be 
attached to the hollow body such that they operate as a unitary structure to bypass 
keying system when inserting a container into a dispenser. The Examiner's reference 
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^ .t(S a separate flange and tab that are not structurally interrelated in this fashion does 
not anticipate the Applicants' claims. Therefore, the Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the Examiner's rejection and issuance of a Notice of Allowance. 
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
